LEAVE DEAD ON THE FIELD 


AMERICANS ARE PROSTRATED 


BY THE HEAT. 


Manila, June 10.-4:30 p. m.~At 


daybreak today a force of 4,500 men 
under Generals Lawton, Wheaton 
and Ovenshine, advanced from 
San 


Pedro, sweeping the country between 
the bay of Manila and Bay Lake, 
south of Manila. By noon the coun- 
try had been cleared almost to Para- 
naque. 


The Americans lost two 
officers 


killed 
and 
twenty-one 
soldiers 


wounded. 


The rebels resisted desperately at 


the stronger positions, and left fifty 
dead in 
the trenches. 
Many more 


wounded were left benmd by the reb- 
els in their -retreat. 


The heat during the day was over- 


powering, and there were many pros- 
trations of American soldiers 
from 


that cause. 


General Lawton's force 
consisted 


of two battalions each of the Twenty- 
first and Ninth 
infantry, six com- 


panies of the Colorado 
volunteers, 


and a detachment of artillery. 
The 


Nevada cavalry was under General 
Wheaton, and the 
Thirteenth and 


Fourteenth infantry, the Fourth cav- 
alry and a detachment of light artil- 
lery were under General Ovenshine. 


It was scarcely dawn when the 


troops, in a long, silent procession, 
wound up the hillside behind the 
American trenches and formed 
a 


skirmish line. Concealed in the jun- 
gle, the advance rebel outposts fired a 
few shots before being seen. 


The opposing forces occupied two 


ranges of crescent-shaped hills. 


Thejirtiliery, the Colorado infantry 


and the Navada cavalry 
swung 


around the hilltop on the left 
and 


opened the battle at 6:30. The rebels 
made no response from the hills and 
the Colorado men cautiously 
ad- 


vanced through the thick grass until 
they were confronted by a trench, 
from which a few weak volleys were 
lired. A spirited reconnaisance fol- 
lowed, and a charge into the trench 
found it to be deserted. 


In the meantime part of the Thir- 


teenth and Fourteenth 
regiments 


formed in skirmish line, extending a 
mile to the light, and supported by 
the rest of the regiments, swept down 
the valley and up the hillside toward 
another trench. Approaching through 
the marass seriously hampered the 
Fourteenth, and the rebels taking ad- 
vantage of this, poured a galling fire 
upon them for thirty minutes. The 
Fourteenth was twice compelled to 
withdraw for the purpose of finding 
a safe crossing in the swamp . Final- 
ly the rebels fled to the woods and 
sustained severe loss. 


General Lawton then pushed his 


entire command south, through the 
center isthmus, until a few miles 
south of Paranaque, when he swung 
around and halted on account of the 
heat. 


During the march Americans were 


prostrated on all sides owing to lack 
of water and exposure to the sun. 
It 


is estimated that 40 per cent, of the 
troops were exhausted.

LOUIS FOX MAKES A $50,000 


PURCHASE TODAY. 


Deal in Being Closed foi the Large 


Building at 
Calhoun and 


' Washington Streets. 


As The Sentinel goes to press today 


the largest deal in down-town real 
sstate in many years is being closed, 
and Louis Fox, the cracker manufac- 
turer, becomes the owner of the laige 
Trentman building at the noitheast 
corner of Calhoun and Washington 
streets. 


Negotiations looking to this end 


have been in progress for some weeks 
and this afternoon the formal trans- 
fer is being made. Mr. Fox pays in 
round figures $50,000 for the proper- 
ty, which is one of the best of its 
kind in the city. It was for many 
years occupied by Mr. Trentman as a 
wholesale grocery establishment. 


Mr. Fox stated this afternoon that 


he was making the purchase as a 
personal investment, and that the 
National 
Biscuit 
company, 
with 


which he is connected, had nothing 
to do with the purchase. The build- 
ing is a four-story brick structure, 
with a frontage of one hundred feet 
on Calhoun street, and is eighty feet 
in depth. There are five store rooms 
on the first floor. 


Mr. Fox said the present tenants 


of the building all had long leases 
and were doing a good business, and 
he wanted them to remain. He will 
at once remodel and improve the 
building, and has already had appli- 
cations for the store rooms, which 
are now vacant. The upper floors are 
to be rented for light manufacturing 
purposes.

Washington, June 10.—According 


to private advices reaching here from 
The Hague, there is grave danger 
that one and all of the arbitration 
schemes before the conference will 
fail. 
It is said that Germany is 


maikedly hostile to the aibitration 
piinciple, and is making active can- 
vass to secure the support of some of 
the second rats powers in her oppo- 
sition. 


If this movement is successful, 


even in a limited degree, it is feared 
that arbitiation is doomed, so far as 
this conference is concerned, for to 
cany any weight and show practical 
lesults, the delegates must bs neaily 
unanimous.

REFEREE CHAFIN'S RULING. 


A few days ago H. G. Keegan, trus- 


tee in bankruptcy in the matter of 
the J. F. Schell Loan and Invest- 
ment company, filed with Referee 
Chapin a petition setting forth that 
in his opinion the Schell company 
made a preference in the payment of 
certain of its indebtedness to John 
W. Evans and asking the court to 
direct him to demand its repayment 
to the trustee if in the judgment of 
the court such preference had been 
made. Last evening Referee Chapin 
made a ruling in the matter, direct- 
ing the trustee to demand the repay- 
ment of the amount, and if neces- 
ftary to bring suit therefor in the 
federal court having jurisdiction in 
the matter. 


Coverack, Cornwall, June 10.—The 


American line steamer Paris, which 
ran on the rocks off the Manacles on 
May 21, is now known to be doomed. 
A southeast wind is blowing, bring- 
ing in neavy seas, which are driving 
the steamer astern landwards. Her 
boileis have shifted, her false bot- 
toms are gone and the divers are un- 
able to work. 
The officers of the 


steamer leave her today. With the 
exception of about a dozen men, who 
remain with the captain and officers, 
all the crew of the Paris have left 
her. On the arrival of the last batch 
of the crew at Falmouth to be paid 
off, a fracas occurred between them 
and the agents and underwriters. 
The agents refused to pay the men's 
fares home, which the sailors strong- 
ly resented, as they had stood by the 
ship until neaily the end. There are 
now thirty feet of water in the holds 
of the Paris. 
The quartermaster, 


who was on deck when the steamer 
struck, says he saw a warning flag 
from, a pilot boat, but that it was not 
interpreted that the Paris was in a 
dangerous position. The ship's helm 
was nearly starboarded in order to 
clear the pilot boat and the course 
north 
northwest was immediately 


resumed. He adds but for this tem- 
porary alteration the Paris would 
have sunk alongside the Mohegan. 


GERMANY OPPOSES SECRECY. 


The Hague, June 10.—The chief 


delegates to the peace conference met 
today to discuss German complaints 
against the secrecy imposed upon the 
delegates and the consequence of 
misleading leports published, and it 
is understood that Count Munstev, 
head of the German delegation, was 
instructed to propose that the proto- 
cols for the plenary sittings of the 
commissions be published immedi- 
ately after they ar"e drawn up. 


American delegates tell the repre- 


sentative here of the Associated 
Press, that they are still confident of 
the adoption of some of their chief 
projects for arbitration, but the pre- 
liminary discussion yesterday indi- 
cated the impossibility of maintain- 
ing them all. For instance, it is im- 
possible to carry the proposal that 
the judges of the arbitration tribunal 
be elected by the highest court of 
justice of each country, as some of 
the European countries do not pos- 
sess a judicial organization permit- 
ting of such procedure. 
It is ex- 


pected that the likeliest outcome will 
be that each country will be free to 
chose the manner of nominating its 
own judges. 


The Americans propose to insist 


upon a permanent tribunal, and if 
this is impossible, they hope at any 
rate to obtain the institution of a 
permanent commission. 


They will also insist on other 


points.

Pretoria, Transvaal Republic, June 


10.—After deliberation in secret all 
the moming, the Volksraad yester- 
day afternoon approved Piesident 
Kruger's franchise proposals and in- 
structed the government to draw 
them up in the form of a law, which 
will be submitted to the Volkesraad. 


The Volkesraad yesterday 
also 


passed a resolution of regret that the 
British high commissioner had not 
accepted President Kruger's propos- 
als, which the Volkesraad "consid- 
ers in the highest degree reasona- 
ble." 


Cleveland, 0., June 10.—At 4 


o'clock this morning the motoimen 
and conductors of the 
Cleveland 


Electiic Railway company, known 
locally as the Big Consolidated, de- 
clared a strike, tying up the entire 
system, including the Euclid, Wade 
Park, Cedar, Cential, Scoville, Wil- 
son, Broadway, Jennings and Brook- 
lyn lines. Word was sent at once to 
committees at each barn to not let 
the day cars start out. 


The real fight is over the recogni- 


tion of the union. 


At 9 o'clock this morning, just five 


hours after the big strike was de- 
clared, the Big Concolidated made its 
first attempt to run a car over its 
lines. It was staited out of the Lake 
View barns. The car had proceeded 
but a few hundred feet when it was 
surrounded by strikers and sympa- 
thizers. 


The crowd yelled and hooted. Then 


eggs began to fly. The men on the 
car paid no particular attention to 
the demonstration of the crowd. 


The crowd surged about the car 


and ordered the men in charge to 
leave and join the strikers. 


The situation was assuming a 


threatening aspect when President 
Bryan, of the Amalgamated Associ- 
ation of Stieet Car Men, drove up at 
a furious pace. 
He addressed the 


now thoroughly aroused crowd, urg- 
ing them to refrain from violence 
and do nothing to discredit 
their 


cause. The men yielded and the car 
went on. Twice within a few hun- 
dred yards the car was stopped, but 
later allowed to proceed. 


An attempt was made to get an in- 


junction in the United States court 
to prevent the strikers from interfei- 
ing with mail cars, but it failed. 


The district attoreny refused to ask 


the court for an injunction. He said 
that as long as the strikers showed 
no disposition to inteifere with the 
mails he would not take any action.

With 
a wonderful right hand punch in the 
eleventh round he undid Robert Fitz- 
simmons and wrested the honor from 
him, 
the honor which the Austral- 


ian has so long held. It was a won- 
derful battle this that packed the 
Coney Island Sporting club with 9,- 
000 men, and the foie part looked 
more like Fitzsimmons. 
Yet 
the 


youth and brawn ot the Cal'fornian 
outmatched the science of the Aus- 
tralian. 


Jeffries had theAustvnlian whipped 


from the ninth lound. 
It was ac- 


knowledged that Jeffiies would have 
an immense advantage in weight, 
height and age, but the thousands 
who tipped and backed his opponent 
to win were suie that lie was slow 
and that he would in that lespect be 
absolutely at the mercy ot the past 
mastei at the science of fighting that 
he was to meet. lie pioved on the 
contrary that he was just as fast as 
the man he met and beat him down 
to unconscious defeat in a fail fight. 
He is a veritable giant in statuie and 
marvelously speedy toi his immense 
size. 


Less than a year ago Jeffries ap- 


peared in New York, a great, awk- 
ward, ungainly boy. 
Today he is 


the lithe, active, alert, trained ath- 
lete. The men who prepared him for 
his fight worked wonders with him. 
They taught him nearly perfect de- 
fense, improved his foot movement 
and instructed him in the methods of 
inflicting punishment. 
The transi- 


tion since he appeared last has been 
little short of miraculous. At twen- 
ty-four he has defeated Robert Fitz- 
simmons, Tom Sharkey and 
Peter 


Jackson, and if he cares for himself 
he will probably be able to success- 
fully defend the title for many years. 
FITZ SEEMS AS GOOD AS EVER. 


The defeated man was just as good 


as when on the crispy morning on 
the plains of far-away Nevada he 
lowered the colors of the then peer- 
less Corbett. He was just as active, 
just as clever, just as tricky and just 
as fearless of punishment. He went 
unfalteringly to his defeat. He was 
the aggressor even at moments when 
he was bleeding and unsteady, and 
when stunned by the blows he re- 
ceived he reeled instinctively toward 
his opponent. He was fighting all 
the time, and punished his opponent, 
but found him a different opponent 
from any he had met and a. different 
man to fight. 


Jeffiiies fought from a crouching 


attitude that was hard to get at. He 
held his head low, his back was bent 
down and his left arm was extended. 
He kept jabbing away with the left 
and found no trouble in landing it. 
It was there that his superior reach 
told. 
That giant aim served as a 


soit of human fender to ward off 
danger. He showed an excellent de- 
fense and the ability to use both 
hands with skill. He is game, too, 
for he never shrank from his punish- 
ment. It was a great fight to watch, 
and 
commenced and 
ended amid 


scenes of intense excitement. It was 


but the gong ended the round. Fltz- 
simmons rallied in the rest and was 
aggressive again in the third. Fitz- 
siminons was bleeding, but fighting 
viciously. He made the pace, but it 
was the Californian's round. 
The 


fourth was fast but not decisive. 


Fitzsimmons made his best show- 


ing in the fiith. He began the round 
with a puncli that opened Jeffries' 
left eye and sent a little torrent of 
blood couising down his cheek. He 
forced Jeffries against the ropes, but 
the Californian slipped away from 
him. 
He made Jeffries hug again, 


but when the lound closed Jeffries 
was back and 
fighting. 
Fitzsim- 


mons was the aggressor in the sixth 
and that, too, was his round. 
He 


tried all of his tiicks with his left 
and right, but was unable to place 
them light. He closed with a strong 
light uppercut, but that, too, was 
blocked. 


The seventh might be said to have 


been Fitzsimmons', but he did no 
particular damage with his punches. 
The eighth saw the beginning of the 
end, for Fitzsimmons never regained 
his balance after that round. Jeffries 
began the round with a straight left 
on the face that again brought the 
blood out of his opponent's mouth. 


END NEAR IN THE NINTH. 
The Cornishman staggered against 


the ropes, but came back for another 
facer. 
Theie was fear in Fitzsim- 


mons' corner and Julian yelled to 
Fitz to be careful. Fitz planted one 
of his lefts on Jeffries' jaw and stag- 
gered him against the ropes. Fitz- 
simmons looked like a beaten man. 
The ninth was all Jeffiies'. He sent 
the Austialian's head back with a 
seiies of lefts, put his right on the 
body and avoided any serious punish- 
ment. 
Fitzsimmons kept pressing 


forward all the time, however, but 
was unable to find his opponent. 


The tenth was in reality wheie the 


fight ended. Jeffries rushed his op- 
ponent and downed him with a left 
swing. Fitzsimmons seemed out and 
theie was a moment of the wildest 
excitement.

CROWD NUMBERS 9,000. 


The men fought befoie a ciowd of 


9,000 persons and stood up in a gieat 
beam of blinding white light.

FITZSIMMONS GOES DOWN. 
Just as the second round closed 


Jeffries downed Fitzsimmons with a 
hard straight left on the jaw. The 
champion came up slowly in a dazed 
sort of way and reeled toward his 
man. 
the crowd cheertd Jeffries, 


along the 


side of the ring and sprinkled water 
on his fallen idol. 
At the end of 


seven seconds Fitzsimmons stag- 
gered to his feet, only to go down 
again. 
He was up again and Jef- 


fries poised himself for the finish. 
He shot his left to the body and tried 
for the head with his right. 
He 


was calm and collected, but the time 
was too short. Again did the gong 
come to the aid of the man who was 
then going, staggering and dazed, to 
certain defeat. There was a frantic 
effioit to revive the champion of 
champions, but he was cleanly gone 
and his seconds could not restore 
him. 


JEFFRIES HITS OUT VICTORY 
The fate-like gong clanged again 


and the old fighter wabbled out to 
meet the sturdy young Hercules who 
awaited him. It was as courageous 
and gritty as a dash up to the firing 
line in battle, but it was hopeless. 
They were together. It was a splen- 
did moment and full ef all that dra- 
matic intensity that characterizes a 
tragedy. 
Jeffries was as fresh as at 


the start. There was a moment of 
sparring and the giant aims of the 
Californian shot through the air. 
It was left and right and over. Fitz- 
simmons, limp and 
unconscious, 


dropped to the floor. 


Jeffries stepped back, for he knew 


the force that he had put behind his 
terrible blows. The timers called off 
the seconds that counted out an old 
ling hero and heralded another, but 
nobody heard them. The crowd was 
on its feet howling. There was a 
rush for the ring, but scores of blue- 
coats barred the way. 


CHEERS FOR NEW CHAMPION. 
Ten seconds aie short and when the 


tenth had gone there was a new roar 
of excitement to welcome the victor. 
Julian, Hickey, Kenney and Ever- 
hait gathered up the piostrate man. 
He was still in a trance. They car- 
lied him to his corner and a little 
blood oozed from his mouth as his 
head fell forward on his chest.

In this discourse Dr. Talnmge steers 


telear of tlie political entanglements of 
our time and recommends that which 
will meet t|ie approval of all who hope 


zation and our Christian religion have 
to say on any subject. Now is the time, 
while their ears and eyes are wide open, 
to tell them of the rescuing and salva- 
ble and inspiriting- piiwer of the Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ, the Saviour of the 
world. Th« steam printing press which 
secular education plants there may be 
used and will.be used to print religious 
newspapers and tracts and sermons and 
mighty discussions of questions tem- 
poral and eternal. 


Now, church of God, now all Chris- 


tian philanthropists, is your opportu- 
nity. Nothing like it has occurred since 
Christ came. Perhaps there may be 
nothing like it until His second coming. 
Here is a dcflniteness of aim that is 


for the perpetuity of our republic and 
the welfare of other lands; text, Gene- 
sis 28:14: "Thou shalt spread abroad 
to the west and to the east." 


Since the American-Hispanic war is 


Concluded and the United States am- 
bassador is on the way to Madrid and 
the Spanish ambassador is on the way 
to Washington the people of our coun- 
try are divided into expansionists and 
anti-expansionists. From a different 
standpoint from that usually taken I 
discuss this all-absorbing theme. 
1 


leave the political aspect of this subject 
to statesmen and warriors and pray 
Almighty God that they may be en- 
abled to rightly settle the question 
whether the islands in controversy shall 
be finally annexed or held under pro- 
tectorate, or resigned to themselves, 
while I call attention to the fact that 
a campaign of moral and religious ex- 
pansion ougbt to be immediately opened 
on widest and grainiest scale. 


At the close of this war (iod has put 


into the hands of this country the key 
to the world's redemption. Heretofore 
the religious movement in pagan lands 
bad to precede the educational. After 
in China and India and the islands of 
tbe(sea the missionaries have labored 
over 50 or 75 years the printing press 
and the secular school came in. Now 
to better advantage than ever before 
religious and secular enlightenment' 
may go side by side, and so the work be 
accomplished in short time and more 
thoroughly. Starting with the fact that 
in Cuba and Porto Kico and the Philip- 
pine islands at least three-fourths of 
the people can neither read nor write, 
what an opportunity for school and 
printing press! Within five years every 
man in those islands misy be taught to 
read not only the Bible, but the Decla- 
ration of Independence and the consti- 
tution of the United States and the 
biography of George Washington and 
of Abraham Lincoln. 


It seems to me that the government 


of the United States ought by vote of 
congress afford common schools and 
printing presses to those benighted 
regions. 
Our national legislature by 


one vote appropriated $50,000,000 to give 
bread and medicine to Cuba. Why not 
by a similar generosity give $50,000,000 
for feeding and healing the minds and 
souls of those ignorant and besotted 
archipelagoes. In the name of God, 1 


' nominate a school for every neighbor- 


hood of Cuba, Porto Kico and the Phil- 
ippines. As soon as the gavel falls at 
12 o'clock of next December 4 on the 
table of senate and house of representa- 
tives and the roll has been called and 
the preliminaries observed let some 
member of our national legislature, 
with mind and soul and voice strong 
enough to be heard not only through 
those halls, but through Christendom, 
propose a measure for the mental and 
moral diseiithrallment of the islands 
in controversy. 


• What has made American civiliza- 
tion the highest civilization the world 
lias ever seen? Next to the Bible and 
the church, schools, common schools, 
schools reaching from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, and from British America 
to the gulf of Mexico. Five years un- 
der such educational advantages and 
the whole subject that keeps our public 
men agitated, some of them to froth- 
ing at the mouth, will settle itself. Give 
those islands readers, spellers, arith- 
metics, histories, blackboards, 
maps, 


geographies, globes. Let the state leg- 
islatures at their next meeting, some of 
them assembling in early autumn, take 
parts of those islands under their espe- 
cial educational patronage. 
What is 


needed is state and national action in 
this matter of schools. 


Then let the editorial associations of 


the United States, as many of such or- 
ganizations as there are states, resolve 
at the next convocation to establish in 
every region of those islands a printing 
press, to be supported by people of this 
country until it can become self-sup- 
porting. Each of these state editorial 
associations sending out to those is- 
lands at least one editor and two report- 
ers and enough typesetters, down will 
go the ignorance and superstition of 
those islands as certainly as the Span- 
ish fleet under Crevera sank under the 
pounding of our American battleships, 
and into their every port will go intelli- 
gence and love of free institutions as 
certainly as into the harbor of Manila 
went Admiral Dewey on that famous 
night when be was not expected. Hoe's 
printing press! Nothing can stand be- 
fore its bombardment. 
Editors of 


'American newspapers and publishers 
of American books! Take the ordina- 
tion for such a magnificent service. 
Eloquence on yonder Capitol bill can- 
not meet the exigency. Epigrams of 
political platforms or in state legisla- 
tures will not hasten the desired con- 
summation one week or one hour or one 
moment. 


Still further, here is a wide open door 


for Christianity. First of all, we have 
the attention of those people. 
The 


heathen nations arc for the most part 
soporific. The American missionaries 
heretofore bad great difficulty in get- 
ting heathendom to listen. They ex- 
cited some comment by their attire, 
60 different was the parting of the hair, 
and the shape of the hat, and the cut 
Df the coat, and the formation of th« 
•hoe of the etangelizrrs, but the ques- 
tions constantly aroso iu regard to tho 


most helpful and inspiring. The mil- 
lions of dollars given for the redemp- 
tion of the world and the thousands 
of glorious missionaries who have as 
volunteers gone forth among barbaric 
nations, were given and enlisted under 
a great and immeasurable idea. But 
when they come to add to the great 


and immeasurable idea the idea of def- 
initeuess we will infinitely augment the 
work. More than 300.000,000 of heathen 
iu India, more than 1)00,000,000 of peo- 
ple in China, and more than millions 
of heathen than can be guessed outside 
of those countries, sometimes stagger 
and confound and defeat our faith. 
But here in these, islands of present 
controversy we can farm out the work 
among the churches, and in five years, 
under the blessing of God, not only lit 
the people for the. right of suffrage, 
but prepare them for usefulness and 
Heaven. The difference, between the 
general idea of the world's evangelisa- 
tion and some particularised Held of 
evangeli/ation is the 
difference be- 


tween the improvement of agriculture 
among all nations and the improvement 
of 75 acres, put under one's especial care 
and industry. By all means let the gen- 
eral work go on. Hut here is the spe- 
cific field for religious concentration 
and development. This is not chimeri- 
cal or impractical. I read this morning 


rapidly cvangeli/ed, why not the Is- 
lands,? If America, why not Culm and 
the Bahamas? 
If Asia, why not the 


Philippines and the Moluccas? If Eu- 
rope, why not the Azores and the Ork- 
neys? If Africa, why not Madagascar 
and St. Helena? The same power that 
broke them off the mainland can lift 
them into evangeli/atioii. 


In the old book, which has become a 


new book by reason of modern discov- 
eries, especial attention is called to the 
islands. "Declare the Lord's praise in 
the islands," commands Isaiah. "Let 
the multitudes of the islands be glad 
thereof," says the Psalmist. "All the 
islands of the heathen shall worship 
Him," 
writes Zephaniah. 
"He shall 


turn His face to the islands," prophesies 
Daniel. "The inhabitants of the isles 
shall be astonished at thee," foretells 
Kzckicl. "Hear it and declare it to the 
islands afar off," exclaims Jeremiah. 
You see from this the islands are not to 
be neglected. 
Perhaps they are the 


Lord's favorites, as in households if 
there is any favoritism at ull it is for 
the weakest. The islands too small to 
take rare of themselves have the eter- 
nal God to take care of them. Let na- 
tions look out how they tread on the is- 
lands, however small and weak, for 
they are omnipotently defended. They 
may not be able to marshal large armies 
or to send out navies to sweep the sea, 
but better than that, they have the 
chariots of Heaven 011 their side and the 
drawn swords of the Almighty. 1 have 
as much faith in,the salvation of the 
smallest island of the Falkland*, of the 
Canaries, of the Ladroncs. of the Caro- 
lines, of the Fijis, of the Harbadoes. of 
the Cape Verdes, of the Society islands 
as I have in the salvation of America. 


The continents themselves are only 


larger islands, and the world in which 
we live is- only a still larger island, and 
the solar system is a group of islands, 
and the universe is an archipelago 
studded with islands of worlds sur- 
rounded by the great ocean of infinitude 
and immensity, So you see when God 


that the American Missionary associa- 
tion of the Congregational church has 
already begun the work at San Juan, 
Utuado and Albonito, and all denomi- 
nations of Christians, in six months, 
will be in those islandy fields, and we 
will need with our prayers and con- 
tributions to cheer them on to take 
for God and 'righteousness those re- 
gions which our American navy has 
captured from Spanish perfidy. 


It has been estimated that this Amer- 


ico-Spunish war cost us $300,000,000. It 
would not cost half of that to proclaim 
and carry on and consummate a holy 
war that will rescue those archipelagoes 
from satanic domination. Who will vol- 
unteer? I beat, the drum of a recruit- 
ing station. Who will enlist under the 
one starred, blood striped banner of Im- 
mauuel? Cuba and Porto Kico and the 
Philippines are stepping stones for our 
American Christianity to cross over and 
take the round world for God. We need 
a new evangelical alliance paganized for 
this one purpose. In all denominations 
there are those 
with large enough 


hearts and who have been thoroughly 
enough converted-to join in such an 
advanced movement; men who.putting 
aside all minor differences of opinion, 
"believe in God the leather Almighty, 
Maker of Heaven and earth, and 
in 


Jesus Christ, His only, begotten Son," 
and who would march shoulder to 
shoulder in sueh a Gospel campaign. 
The result would be that those islands, 
after a scene of gospclb.ation, would 
assort themselves into denominations 
to suit themselves, and some would be 
sprinkled in holy baptism, and others 
would be immersed in those warm riv- 
ers, and some would worship in relig- 
ious assemblage silent ns the Quaker 
meeting house, and others would have 
as manj' jubilant ejaculations as a back- 
woods camp meeting', and some of those 
who preached would be gowned and 
surpliced for the work, and others 
would stand in citizens' apparel or in 
their shirt sleeves preaching that Gos- 


planned the universe He diagrammed 
it into islands, and He will look after 
the interest of each of those islands, 
however small, and England and France 
and Germany and America must not 
treat the smallest and weakest island 
that comes under their sway any differ- 
ent from the way they treat the strong- 
est nation of ail the earth. God may 
chiefly deal with individuals iu the next 
world, but He deals with nations only 
in this world, and when persistently a 
nation practices injustice against other 
people it is only a question of time when 
the offender will find his doom. The 
path 01' time is strewn with the ca'r- 
lasses of nations that because of their 
malt reatment, of other nations perished. 
The higher sueh offending empires rise 
the harder will be their fall. 


I believe the United States govern- 


ment will lust as long- as the world lasts. 
T believe the fires of the judgment day 
will leap on the domes of our state and 
national capitals while yet they are in 


pel which is to savV the world. 


Mark you well that statesmanship, 


however grand it is, and wise men of the 
world, however noble, cannot do this 
work. Mere secular education does not 
moralize. Some of the most thoroughly 
educated men in all the world have been 
the. worst men. Quicken a man's intel- 
lect, while, at the same time you do not 
make his morals good, and you only 
augment his pow;er for evil. Geography 
and mathematics and metaphysics and 
philosophy will"riever qualify a people 
to govqrn themselves. A corrupt print- 
ing press is worst' Mian no printing 
press at att, but let loose an open Bible 
upon those islands and let the apocalyp- 
tic angel once fly ovfer them and you 
will prepare them to become either col- 
onies of the United States government, 
or, as I hope will be the case, independ- 
ent republics. 


God did not exhaust himself when he 


built this nation. Those islands will yet 
have their Thomas Jeffei'sons, qualified 
to writerfTrf thPtn declarations of inde- 
pendence;'and • George Washingtons, 
capable of achieving their liberties; and 
Abraham Lincolns, strong enough to 
emancipate their serfdoms; and Long- 
fellows''and Bryants, capable of put- 
ting thcirhills and their rivers and their 
landscapes into poems; and their Ban- 
crofts and, Prescotts to make their his- 
tories; and their Irvings to write their 
sketch books; and their Charles O'Con- 
ors and Uufus Choates to plead in their 
courtrooms; and their Daniel Websters 
and John G. Cfittendens to move their 
senates. - 


The day cometh—hear .it all ye who 


have no hope ftf»',.,those islands of be- 
dwarfcd and disl'asfiij illiterates—the 
day cometh when thtosfc regions will 
have a Christian civiliiialioii equal to 
that which this country now enjoys, 
while I hope by that time this country 
will be as superior t<S what jt now is 
as to-day Washington and New York 


•e better than Manila'arid Santiago. 
Christ has started for the conquest of 


the nations, and nothing on earth or in 
hell can stop it. The continents are 


their full power. 
I believe the last 


earthquake will put in its explosion un- 
der our national foundations while yet 
they stand til in. 1 believe the republic- 
an and democratic form of government 
will be the universal form of govern- 
ment, for ull nations when they have 
been cvangeli/.ed, for then the nations 
will be capable of self-government and 
will have demanded and secured that 
right. It will be either that or a theoc- 
racy, which will be the direct govern- 
ment of Christ in His personal reign 
on earth, as many Bible students be- 
lieve. Yet that jubilant expectation is 
founded not on the skill of human 
statesmanship or human legislation, 
but upon the belief that,this nation will 
submit to Divine guidance, and obey 
the Divine law, and carry out its divine- 
ly imposed mission. But if we defy the 
God of nations our doom is fixed. 


It required the pen of an Edward Gib- 


bon, through four great volumes of 
more than 500 pages each, to tell the 
story of "The Decline and Fall of the 
Itoniiin Empire," concluding hie mon- 
nmental work with the words: "It was 
among the ruins of the capitol that T 
first «onceived the idea of a work which 
has amused and exercised nearly 20 
years of my life, and which, however in- 
adequate to my own wishes, I finally 
deliver to the curiosity and candor of 
*hc public." What, the Konian Empire 
dead! Did she lack warriors? Xo. Be- 
hold her Pom pry and her .InliusCaesar. 


Under the awful charge of visible ami 
invisible hosts about 0,000 men went 
down, some to instant death and others 
through lingering pangs in hospital. 


If in this third wreath you twist the 


crimson rose, suggestive of sanguinary 
sacrifice, and the white calla lily, sug- 
gestive, of glorious resurrection, put iu 
also a few forgetinenots, suggestive of 
remembrance, and a few passion flow- 
ers, suggestive of the love that mourns 
the slain, and a few heliotropes, sug- 
gestive of the fragrance of their mem- 
ory. Then let the night's dew put the 
tears into the blue eves of the violets 
and all the soldiers' cemeteries be so 
many censers burning incense before 
the throne of that God who has been 
the friend of this nation from the time 
of Lexington to the time of San Juan 
hill, from the guns of the United States 
warships Constitution and Constella- 
tion, at the beginning of the century, 
to the guns of the United States war- 
ships Olympia, Oregon, Brooklyn and 
other loaded thunders, at the close of 
this century. 


Remember here and now that those 


brave boys opened up the way fora kind 
of expansion we all believe in. They 
swung open the gates for the speedy 
gospeli/ation of islands stupid with the 
superstition of ages. They cleared the 
way for missionaries and Bibles. They 
set those islands free. Leaving to the 
United States government to decide 
what shall be, the political destiny of 
those peoples, let us all join in a cam- 
paign of religious expansion, expan- 
sion ot affection that can take all the 
world iu, expansion of our theologies 
until none shall reject their broad in- 
vitation, expansion of hope that em- 
braces eternity as well as time, expan- 
sion of effort that will not cense till 
the whole earth is saved and the time 
arrives when the prophecy shall be, ful- 
filled and "they shall come from the 
north and the. south and the east and 
the west and sit down in the kingdom 
of God, and the last shall be first and 
the first last." 


Week before last, in this capital of the 


nation, we set three nights on fire in 
celebration of naval and soldierly he- 
roics, and there were rockets of lire, 
and spouting fountains of fire, and bom- 
bardments of fire, and ships of fire 
sank in billows of fire, and those three 
nights were three garlands of fire; but 
now we are in softer and quieter mood,

New York State—"The Saloon 


Must Go." 


The Anti-Saloon league has begun 


a vigorous campaign in New York state. 
Rev.Dr.J.Q. A.Henry basresignedttsnc- 
cessful pastorate in Chicago to accept 
the superintendent^ of the New York 
branch of the league, and under his 
inspiring leadership it is confidently 
expected that much effective work will 
be done. The "first gun" in this new 
onslaught on the enemy was tired at 
Poughkeepsie on Sunday, Mny 14. Rep- 
resentatives of the league, including 
Dr. Henry, were in Poughkeepsie on 
that day in number sufficient, to man 
all the pulpits in the city, and now 
the campaign will be continued along 
various lines. The plans and objects 
of the Anti-Saloon league are explained 
by Dr. Henry in a letter to the New 
Voice. The league is a national organi- 
zation. It began five years ago in the 
state of Ohio, and has now spread into 
;::t states, where 00 men are devoting 
their entire time and energies to the 
prosecution of this work. Its motto 
is "The Saloon Must Go," and its ulti- 
mate aim the total destruction of the 
open grogshop as the center and cita- 
del of the corrupting and benumbing 
influences of the civic and of the pub- 
lic conscience. It works in and through 
the churches, making them as organi- 
zations t,he responsible agents, local 
and in a state-wide way, for temper- 
ance reform. 
It maintains that the 


Christian people are primarily the cus- 
todians of the public conscience, that 
they must set the pace of civic reform, 
and that the problem of the open sa- 
loon will never be solved until 
the 


Christian forces can be organi/.ed, con- 
solidated nnd hurled against this chief 
enemy of Christian progress and good 
government. 
It is omnipartisan and 


interdenominational in its methods. It 
works with all parties and with all 
creeds upon the sole condition that 
they are the foes of the saloon, and 
willing to stand together upon this one 
jssue_-tlle destruction of the 
open 


dramshop. It emphasizes the enforce- 
ment of law. It seeks to drive the 
liquor business back within the lim- 
its of license and law, and to create 
a public spirit which will demand legis- 
lation so full and complete as will not 
only curb but destroy the open saloon. 
In the enforcement of law it seeks, as 
a rule, to work only through public 
officers who are elected and paid to 
perform such duties.

"need in their business." 1^0 to speak, 
and not a few of them have made very 
respectable progress in the, two months 
of opportunity afforded them by tbe 
presence and bartering of the American 
soldiers. 


More ambitious and fruitful efforts 


are being made by many intelligent 
persons of the community. They IKIVH 
purchased some of tho published stand 
ard "methods" of acquirins; the Eng- 
lish idiom and secured the help of 
teacher?. These arc making vety line 
progress in the vocabulary and gram- 
mar of the language, although soiiiii (if 
their struggles with the pronunciation 
are exciting and epileptic. 


In this particular city, however, they 


have tho aid also of quite a number of 
their fellov; citizens who !iro sent away 
in their youth to American schools, 
classical or professional, and therefore 
can speak English with fair precision 
and tiuderftnncling.

A correspondent, writing from Dn- 


[inqne, la., and signing H. A. J., writes 
to Farm Poultry as follows : Farm Poul- 
try, like other papers of its kind, has a 
pretty large class of readers who seem 
to believe that whatever they see in its 
columns, written with an appearance 
of authority or assurance, must be the 
true gospel of poultry keeping, and 
they fcometimes express 
impatience 


with any one who doubts or asks for 
[he reasons for theories or beliefs. These 
lire the fellows who think it necessary 
to give the editor j|h>!y when they ask 
u question or relate an experience, al- 
ways telling what "I have learned from 
your valuable journal." To smch I 
would say that I am not a kicker for 
the mere fun of it, but tlip,je has been 
PO much rubbish and roNftritten and 
[dinted aLont poultry that it is time 
to kick. 


For tho truth of this last statement, 


Mr. Editor, examine tho columns of 
any other paper than yonr own. I wish 
to get at the absolute truth iu poultry 
culture as far as popsible.net only for 
my own benefit, but for the good credit 
of the whole poultry fraternity. 
The 


isolated experiments carried on by men 
or women who ir.iagine that because 
they have seen a swallow it is summer 
do not count for much, because the 
same experiment seems to have different 
results in different hands, perhaps be- 
cause of different conditions present. 
and therefore leads to no valuable con- 
Itision 
Results are often ascribed to 


causes which the man of experience 
perceives can have but little effect in 
the case. 


The only way, as I believe, to settle 


the feeding as well as many other ques- 
tions is to have an extended series of 
experiments cuidncted by some scien- 
tifically educated man who is enthusi- i 
ai-ticaUy devoted to poultry (but with- 
out fads or hobbies), with u sufficient 
number of colonies to bo able to experi- 
ment in many directions at once, and 
by reversing conditions and treatment 
in the several yards, get at the true 
effects of food and management. 
To 


inaugurate such a .scheme, I will gladly 
be one of 000 (or any ueces.saiy num- 
ber) of the readers of Farm Poultry to 
raise :i sufliciunt sum for tho purpose. 
to pay in advance the sum of $13 each 
yearly, for the peiiod of three years, to 
the editur or tho proprietors of Farm 
Poultry, to be given to Dr Woods or 
any otl er competent man selected by 
the edi.or, as compensation for conduct- 
ing such experiments to conclusions 
satisfactory to himself; tho knowledge 
so gained to bo made public through 
tho 'Volnmua of Farm Poultry.

Aylesluiry Ducli'ii. 


The principal place for rearing Ayles- 


bury ducks is Weston Turville, n vil- 
lage four miles to the south of Ayles- 
bury, but in every village and hamlet 
for miles around the business is carried 
on. The railway companies iu the vi- 
cinity assist, by providing free hampers 
and low rates of caniage. Aylesbury 
dncka are noted for early maturity and 
immense size. The plumage is perfectly 
white, while tho bill and legs are a 
brilliant yellow, and, as they doze on 
the green turf of the orchard or paddle 
in tho wayside brook, they look the pic- 
ture of health and cleanliness. 


The only distinguishing feature about 


the male birds" is the recurved tail. 
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They are polygamous. The man who 
rears ducks is known locally as a 
"ducker." He commences to set the 
eggs in December, and early broods are 
reared in January and February. The 
ducks do not build nests, and seldom 
brood, so the eggs are hatched by the 
domestic hen, who takes charge of 10 
or 12 eggs, the period of incubation be- 
ing 28 days. Tho hens arc taken from 
the nest by hand once in 24 hours to be 
fed. 
Some aie such determined brood- 


ers that, having hatched out one lot of 
ducks, they will sit again and bring off 
another brood. This suits the breeder. 
as the hens are not required to run 
with the ducks, and broody hens are 
co.stly. — London Sketch. 


Good Stock, 


Why is it that so many of those who 


htart or undertake to establish them- 
wlves in tho thoroughbred poultry busi- 
ness undertake it with inferior stock? 
They are certainly laboring under a 
great mistake. It is out of the question 
to breed,fine stock from ordinaiy fowls 
— indeed it is a waste of time and 
money to undertake it. In starting cue 
cannot bo too careful as to the tcunda- 
tioii ho in laying, as upon this depends 
his future success or failure 
If one 


starts with poor stock, ho may work 
for years and then have the same, as 
like begets like. Of course he may im- 
prove it to a ceitain extent, but it 
will be slow business. Good stock should 
be purchased from some reliable breed- 
er, which is the first step toward suc- 
cess. Then by taking one or more good 
poultry papers, so as to learn the proper 
ways of mating, feeding and caring for 
them, he may rest assured ofy. having a 
flock of birds he will bo proud of.— 
Fanciers' Review.

So once every (JO days a paymaster 


leaves Snn Francisco for Manila. Along 
with him on the snmu steamer goes n 
fortune in gold—hard money. 
The sum 


usually taken is $1,200.000, which is suf- 
ficient to pny two months1 salary to ev- 
ery man iu our Philippine army, from 
General Otis down to 1'rivnte John .Tones. 


If all this money \\ns in gold, it would 


weigh just about two tons. If it wns in 
KiluT. it would weitrli 35,000 pomuR As 
it is, the salary box is made up largely of 
'gold, with small iiimntities of fractional 
silver currency. 


United States notes Have not yet ob- 


tained general recognition in the Philip- 
pines, and, not being easily disposed of on 
that account, silver nnd gold are more 
c< nvenicnt for ordinary dealings. Anotii- 
ed objection to silier out there is that 
people in that pait of the world are ac- 
customed to accept the white metal nt or 
near its bullion value, and they do not 
realise that Uncle Sam's stamp makes it 
worth 100 cents on the dollar. Gold, on 
the other hand, "goes" everywhere. 


At the subtreasiiry in San Francisco 


tlie money is put up in bags— -the gold 
iu sacks of $20,000 each, and the silver 
in bag*, of ijtl.OOO each. The bags are 
packed in wooden boxes specially made 
for tli» purpose. It is necessary that 
the hoxi'i nhall lie \ery strong, because 
of tho great weight of their contents.

limited! He'would fain knock off work 
leligkrasly for every holy day and feast 
<Jay in the Roman Catholic church, and 
>the number, seems unlimited. When 
those fail, he generally has a funeral or 
two of Some relative or frieifd to at- 
tend. Holy week, preceding Easter 
Sunday, is the great time of the year 
for the Tagalo. Unless his living liter- 
ally depends on it, he will not work on 
Good Friday or the Saturday following. 
This present year marked the first time 
'In the history of Manila that the street 
'cars were run on Good Friday. The 
strong arm of American military au- 
thority forced the puny little native 
drivers and conductors to attend to 
their business. 


Permit me to qualify the statement 


that the Tagalo has no ambition. He 
has one that absorbs his little mind 
during the first two months of each 
year. It is to get a new shirt for holy 
|week. It is as much to him as to the 
fashionable American lady is her new 
JEaster bonnet. His shirt ia his most 
'gorgeous article of attire. On it he 
spends the anxious thought of days and 
'nights, and perhaps a month's wages. 
(About the 1st of March your cook or 
coachman will ask you for a month's 
•wages in advance to buy him a new 
Shirt for holy week. His shirt is his 
outer upper garment, in every case 
fworn outside ol his trousers. For a Ta- 
galo to wear his shirt inside of his 
trousers would be a breach of etiquette 
unpardonable in the eyes of his race, 


i 
The Tagalo's everyday apparel con- 


sists of an undershirt and trousers, with 
a pair of wooden soled toe slippers 
handy and comfortable for a hot cli- 
mate. If the weather ia very warm or 
if he haa only one undershirt, he omits 
that garment and walks forth with only 
the thin lawn shirt on the upper half 
of his body, his brown hide shining 
through and giving to the tout ensem- 
ble that tint of different color consid- 
ered so artistic in Worth and Redfern 
creations. On Good Friday the Tagalo 
«teps forth in his new holy week shirt. 
If he has any money left over after 
paying fcr it, then the females and 
children appear in new garments too.' 


I If the Tagalo race outside Manila is 
Dot superior to the specimens here, then 
'it must be on the road to extinction. 
The children are the scrawniest, for- 
lornest samples of infancy one can pic- 
ture to himself, A native child a year 
and a half old at our house is no taller 
than the healthy well grown American 
baby of 7 months that its mother has 
jaet brought from San Francisco. The 
American child is imnch heavier than 
the native one, which cannot walk yet 
in spite of its 18 months' sojourn in this 
Weary world. 


i If, however, the little Tagalo girl 
cannot walk, it will not be teng till she 
can smoke cigarettes. She will quite 
possibly be able to smoke as soon us slie 
can walk. The first and finest accom- 
plishment of the infant native is ciga- 
rette smoking. Everybody—man, wom- 
an and child—is addicted to it. I have 
Been a skinny little girl looking no more 
'than 4 years old puffing at a cigarette 
that was longer than, her own hand, 
prouder of it than a white boy is when 
be first baa his long curls cut off.

his domestic relations to suit himself. 
The romance of Agapito and Felipa, 
that came under my own observation, 
illustrates the point. Hear the romance 
of Agttpitoaud Felipa: 


Fell pa was engaged as nurse of the 


handsome San Francisco baby that was 
biought out from America in our ship. 
She was a belle among the Tagalos, 
with the temper of a visen and an eye 
that flashed like a red Indian's. Agapito 
wae doorkeeper at the Army and Navy 
club. He fell in love with Felipa and 
spent a whole month's wages—$7.50— 
on her. He bought her gingham skirts, 
red and yellow, and with long tails to 
them that trailed behind on the ground; 
likewise pineapple cloth waists of del- 
icate texture. Nothing was too good 
for her. Felipa took the greatest pride, 
however, in two plated rings which 
Agapito's infatuation had led him on to 
buy for her. She exhibited the rings to 
us exultantly aud told ns that on the 
Sabbath of Glory she was to be married 
by the holy father to Agapito. They 
had been already wedded Tagalo fash- 
ion for three months—that is. they Lad 
simply been living together. They de- 
cided to marry white folk fashion, liow- 
aver, and the knot was to be tied on 
the Sabbath of Glory, which was the 
Say before Easter. 


But what cat) one count on in this 


world? Two weeks before the Sabbath 
of Glory Felipa met a handsomer man. 
He was an oily tongned and no less oily 
headed young Jap. 
He also was em- 


ployed at the Army and Navy club, and 
he had tbo additional advantage of 
speaking English veiy well. 
On the 


strength of this he told Felipa lie was 
an American, and she believed him. 
Men were gay deceivers ever. 


Dazzled by the glamour of an alliance 


with the all conquering American nice, 
Felipa turned icy cold to her faithful 
Agapito. She jeered at him, told him 
the hated him and would never marry 
him—no, never! 


"Give me back, then, my jewels!'

Loss of time is not'the worst feature

By tbe delay 
hundreds of dollars' worth of perishable 
goeds are ofterf ruined in n single con- 
signment.

Rear Admiral Worden, who command- 
ed the Monitor in the battle with tbe 
Mel'i'imac, received the thanks of con- 
gress, and, upon his own request, was 
retired with the highest sea pay of his 
rank; Lieutenant dishing, whoso heroic 
feat in sinking the Confederate Albe- 
uuirle, is applauded by tho world, was 
voied the thanks of eongiewi and pro- 
moted to the grade of commander, be- 
ing the youngwt officer ot that rank in 
the Davy. For Rear Admirals Farragut 
and Porter were created respectively 
(he titles of admiral utid vice admiral, 
With liberal increase in piiy. The people 
of Mew York piotenLed Admiral Farm- 
gut with a baiidbomo residence on 
Thirty siith sheet in that city.

same quantity commands over $.">0 
This riso is due to'•exeral causes. The 
xiiic deposits of Buljjjiuui arc said to be 
utmost exhausted, and \vliiiii an exten- 
sive and piotiactcd htiike took place in 
that country the smelters of Europe 
were compelled to import their zinc 
from tbe United States. Then the piicw 
begun to soar. Zinc is largely employed 
in galvanizing iron, and this piodnct 
is having an increased u*e. Zinc is also 
used in smelting gold, and it is estimat- 
ed that two tons are consumed in pro- 
ducing $40,000 woitli of gold. In the 
electrical field fcinc ii known as a posi- 
tive metal, and as yet no substitute has 
been found for it. 


The manner of mining here is very 


primitive 
The belt of mineral bodies 


extends over an area of some 30 square 
miles. Piu't of tbe country is rolling 
while another section embraces good 
level farming laud 
The mineral de- 


posits are met with as near as five feet 
from the surface in somu places. All a 
person needs is pick and shovel and 
then to dig a bole, or shafti as it is 
called here. Most of tbe shafts reach n 
depth of from 
1WJ to 175 feet. The 


country round about is bimply dotted 
over with stakes, shafts, mounds of 
flint aud tall chimney.". Tbe supply of 
zinc aud lead is simply inexhaustible. 


There is no Letter place for a poor 


man to mino than here. Little capital 
is required, much of tbe laud beintf 
owned by parties who refuse to sell 
outright. They prt'fer tu lease their 
property to otheis and receive loyalties 
from the receipt of tbo ore sales. The 
owner is generally willing to hire out 
the land for 10 per cent of the value of 
the ofe obtained. Often the lessee di- 
vides his tract into sections BOO feet 
square, and the small miner who takes 
one ot thei-e is glad to pay from 30 to 
35 per cent of the value of tbe ore for 
the privilege of mining. 


Saturday ia pay day here. The smel- 


ter paj s for his ore weekly. The small 
miner pays his help, if ho happens to 
have any, and then the lessee receives 
his money. Then the landlord gets his 
rents, and in this way the money gets 
into circulation. Any person qan mine 
here. A man having no experience can 
get a job paying $2 a day, and if he is 
economical ho can soon save $300. This 
sum will pnichf«e a stake. Drilling 
costs $1 a foot, "'his is the best way to 
locate ore, but if the poor miner cannot 
afford such a lusniy he must commence 
operations by digging a shaft with his 
own efforts and discover the metal for 
himself. 


The Joplin district last year produced 


nearly 2,50,000 tons of zinc. 
One man 


entered tho city barefooted, and now 
he owns business propelty, many mines 
and several smelting establishment". 
One. man, formeily n newsboy, bought 
a claim for iilmo't nothing and later 
sold it for $80,000. Another traded a 
cow for an interest in a mine and was 
lately offered sfoOO for his share. For- 
tunes are made in an hour here. It 
must not be .supposed, however, that 
every miner gets rich. Many get hold 
of poor claims, but most of them pay 
pretty well. 


Boston is tbo great hotbed of mining 


speculation in this countiy. Yon pick 
up a newspaper it) that city, anil per- 
haps a whole page, is given over to ad- 
vertising copper ventures. It may bo 
that the speculators in Boston have 
made so much money in copper proper- 
ties, or elso they are tired of tho game, 
for thousands of Boston dollars are seek- 
ing investment in Joplin mines. One of 
the local banks has a large sum ot 
money on deposit which will be applied 
to the purchase of mines and prospects 
bete. The Colby syndicate has, it is re- 
ported, purchased over $750,000 worth 
of mining property in this vicinity. 


Patrick Murphy is one of the most 


unique characters in this city. Ho is 
called "The Father of Joplin." He 
deserves the name, for not only is he 
quite aged, but he is the pioneer set- 
tler. He camo here penniless and later 
laid out the city, built the first smelter 
and was Joplin's first mayor. Mr. 
Murphy now lives at Carthage, in the 
finest house in the whole region. He be- 
lieves in the future of the mines here 
and declares them to be inexhaustible. 
He says only tho mere surface of the 
mines has been searched, aud as the 
shafts are. pushed lower and lower the 
richer will the returns becotn*. Mr 
Marpby's life reads like* romance.

MAYAQUEZ, Porto Rico, June 1.— 


This progressive city of 80,000 inhabi- 
tants, tbe third in importance and 
population in our new insular posses- 
sion in the Antilles, seems to be grow- 
ing and prospering under tbe beneficent 
rule of ^tbe United States, and the peo- 
ple seem to be thoroughly satisfied with 
the existing conditions It is decidedly 
a modern city, with clei'n streets, good 
drainage, pure and abundant water, 
street railways, newspapers, schools and 
savings banks. There is a Inrgo export 
trade in sugar, molasses, coffee, bides 
and fruits. 


In striking contrast with this bus- 


tling, up to date city is tho tiny tile 
roofed hamlet of Hormigueros, about 
four miles southeast of Mayaguez. 
It 


is n spot of both historic nnd devotional 
interest. The village, which is made 
np of a few stiaggliug, ancient and 
weather stained houses, is situated on 
a rough, locky, barren mountain side 
of blackened volcanic formation. 


Oddly enough, it was here two de- 


cisive events occurred which had a 
most important bearing on the future 
of Porto Rico. It was the scene of the 
last of the deadly struggles between 
the armed hosts of the Castilian kings 
and the sullen, letieating and defeated 
aboiigiues, v.'hich completed Spanish 
domination ot the inland.
